DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The examiner acl<nowledges tine applicant's submission of tine amendment dated 
8/03/2009. At tliis point, claims 1 & 17 have been amended, claim 4 has been 
canceled. Thus, claims 1-3 and 5-23 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Arguments 

The applicant's argument that lee failed to the dielectric comprises barium 
titanate, a glass comprising lead and germanium, a zinc source, and a lithium source, 
and wherein the barium titanate In the fired dielectric exhibits grain sizes of at least 0.5 
microns, and the Curie point of the fired dielectric is in the range of -35 °C to 45 °C and 
a powder comprising a lithium source and at least one metal fluoride powder, wherein 
the metal fluoride powder includes a zinc fluoride powder and lead germanate glass 
powder. The examiner finds this argument persuasive, therefore the examiner made 
decision to allow these limitations over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 5-23 are allowed. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-3, 5-7 and 22-23, the prior art alone or In combination 
does not teach the limitation of a dielectric comprises barium titanate, a glass 
comprising lead and germanium, a zinc source, and a lithium source, and wherein the 
barium titanate in the fired dielectric exhibits grain sizes of at least 0.5 microns, and the 
Curie point of the fired dielectric is in the range of -35 °C to 45 °C. 
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With respect to claims 8-21 , tine prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a dielectric powder comprising a lithium source and at least one metal 
fluoride powder, wherein the metal fluoride powder includes a zinc fluoride powder and 
lead germanate glass powder.
